Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
6/23/2008 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-3 are allowed. 

Regarding Claim 1, Hakkinen et al. (US 2001/0023185) and Hassan et al. (US 
5,722,049) do not teach, alone nor in combination, the combination of: 

establishing a radio connection with each of the plurality of mobile stations, using 
a space division multiplex method; and 

when communicating with only one mobile station using time-division time slots, 
allowing the one mobile station to keep a diversity reception being performed in the one 
mobile station, and when further starting communicating with another mobile station 
using the space division multiplex method, transmitting a diversity reception stop 
instruction to the one mobile station already connected to end the diversity reception 
being performed in the one mobile station. 

Claims 2 and 3 depend on claim 1 .
